THE JOURNEY OF THE PIONEERS TO THE MOUNTAINS. 
OF THE PROMISED LAND. | 


‘THEIR FIRST SIGHT: 


(By Eduard W. Tullidge. ) 


The course of the pioneers was up 


the north bank of the Platte, along 
which they traveled slowly. ‘They 
crossed Elk Horn on a raft, forded 
the Loup Fork with considerable 
danger in consequence of the 
sands, and réached Grand Island 
about thé ist of May. 

‘Bhisiowas the day on which the 
bad their first buffalo hunt. 
Was much exciting interest in 
e bene, for scarcely one of the 
hunters had chased a buffalo before. 
They killed four cows, three bulls, and 
five calves. 

While on a hunt, several days after,

The 
pioneers fired their cannon twice to

Laramie, there Mm good grass on 
that side, whil ians were burn- 
ing it on th In view, how-. 
ever, of the thousands who vould 
follow in their track, it was concluded > 
to continue as before, braviug the In- 
dians and the burning prairies ; for, 
said the pioneers : * 

A new road will thus be made, 
which shall stand as a permanent route 
for the Saints, independent of the old 
route, and the river will separate the 
Mormon companies from other emi- 
grants, so that they need not 
for wood, grass or water, and fresh 
grass will soon grow for our companies 


to follow us 


Thus the pioneers broke a new road 
across the plains, over which tens of 
thousands of their people have singe . 
traveled, and which was famous as the 
old Mormon road,” till the railway, 
came to blot almost from memory the 
toils and dangers of a journey of more 


than a thousand miles, by ox teama, to 
the valleys of Utah. 10 isa — 
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fact that for several hundred miles the 
grade of the great trans-continental 
railway is made exactly upon the old 
Mormon road). 

The pioneers were wary. Colonel 
Markham drilled his men in good 
military style, and the cannon was 

uc on wheels. 

William Clayton, formerly the 
scribe of the Prophet, and, in the 

ioneer journey, scribe to President 
— and Willard Richards, the 
Church historian, invented a machine 
to measure the distance. 

General Young himself marked the 
entire route, going in advance daily 
with his staff. Thisservice was deemed 
most important, as their emigrations 
would follow almost in the very foot- 
prints of the pioneers. 

Those were days for the buffalo 
hunt, scarcely to be imagined, when 
crossing the plains a quarter of a 
century later. Some days they saw 
as many as fifty thousand buffalo. 

They came to the hunting ground of 
the Sioux, where, a few days before, 
five hundred lodges had stood. Nearly 
a thousand warriors had encamped 
there. They had been on a hunting 
expedition. Acres of ground were 
covered with buffalo wool and other 
remains of the slaughter. No wonder 
the Indian of the Plains bemoans his 
hunting grounds, now lost to him for 
ever. 

Several days later there were again 
fears of an Indian attack, and the 
cannon was got ready. 

The pioneers were within view of 
Chimney Rock on Sunday, the 23rd 
of May. Here they held their usual 
Sabbath service. Erastus Snow 

ached, followed by Prest. Young. 

e President said he had never seen 
a people more united than this camp 
had been, and promised them that 
they should pluck the fruit of this 
mission to all eternity. He had many 
things to teach them, but could do it 
only in a Stake of Zion; he was well 
satisfied with himself, his brethren of 
the Twelve, and with the pioneers 
generally; he knew the Lord was 
with them, and that he was leadi 
them ; to the praise of all, he woul 
say, that not a man of them would 
refuse to obey his counsel. His peace 
with God was continually like a river, 
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and he felt that the spirit of peace 
rested upon the whole camp. 

On the first of June they were oppo- 
site Laramie. Here they were joined 
by a small company of Mormons from 
Mississippi, who had been at Pueblo 
during the winter. They reported 
news of a detachment of the battalion 
at Pueblo that expected to start for 
Laramie about the first of June, and 
follow the pioneer track. This addi- 
tion to the camp consisted of a brother 
Crow and his family (14 souls, with 
seven wagons). 

The next day President Young and 
others visited Fort Laramie, then 
docupied by 38 persons, mostly French, 
who had married the Sioux. 

Mr. Burdow, the principal- man at 
the Fort, was a Frenchman. He 
cordially received President Young 
and his staff, invited them into his 
sitting-room, gave them information 
of the route, and furnished them with 
a flat-bottum boat on reasonable terms, 
to assist them in ferrying the Platte. 
Ex-Governor Boggs, who had recently 
passed with his company, had said 
much against the Mormons, cautioning 
Mr. Burdow to take care of his horses 
and cattle. Boggs and his company 
were quarreling, many having de- 
serted him; so Burdow told that old 
anti-Mormon that, let the Mormons 
be what they might, they could not 
be worse than himself and his men. 

It is not a little singular that this. 
exterminating Governor of Missouri 
should have been crossing the Plains 
at the same time with the pioneers. 
They were going to carve out for their 
people a greater destiny than they 
could have reached either in Missouri 
or Illinois—he to pass away, leaving 
nothing but the infamy of his name. 

It was decided to send Amasa Ly- 
man, with several other brethren, to 
Pueblo, to meet the detachment of 
the battalion, and hurry them on to 
Laramie to follow the track. 

At the old Fort they set up black- 
smith shops, and did some — 
work for the camp. Then commen 
the ascent of the Black Hills, on the 
4th of June. 

Fifteen miles from Laramie, at the 


Springs, a company of Missouri emi- 
grants came u ® pioneers ke 
the Sabbath next day; the 
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gourians journeyed. Another com- 
pany of Missourians appeared. 

A party of traders, direct from 
Santa Fe, overtook the pioneers, and 

ve information of the detachment 
of the battalion, at Santa Fe, under 
Capt. Brown. 

The two Missouri companies kept 
up a warfare between themselves on 
the route. They were a suggestive 
example tothe Mormons. After they 
had traveled near each other for a 
week, on the Sunday following the 
President made this the subject of his 
discourse. He said of the two Mis- 
sourian companies: 

„They curse, swear, rip and tear, 
and are trying to swallow up the earth; 
but though they do not wish us to 
have a place on it, the earth might as 
well open and swallow them up; for 
they will go to the land of forgetful- 
ness, while the Saints, though they 
suffer some privations here, if faithful, 
will ultimately inherit the earth, and 
increase in power, dominion and 
glory.” 

General Young called together the 
-officers, to consult on a plan for cross- 
ing the river. He directed them to 
go immediately to the mountains with 
teams, to get poles. They were then 
to lash from two to four wagons 
abreast, to keep them from turning 
over, and float them across the river 
with boats and ropes; so a company 
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of horsemen started to the mountains 
with teams. 

The ‘“‘brethren” had previously 
ferried over the Missourians, who 
— them $1.50 for each wagon and 
oad, and paid it in flour at $2.50; 
yet flour was worth ten dollars per 
cwt., at least, at that point. They 
divided their earnings among the 
camp equally. It amounted to five 
and a half pounds of flour each, two 
pounds of meal, and a small piece of 

con. 

It looked,” says Wilford Woodruff, 
‘fas much of a miracle to me to see 
our flour and meal bags replenished 
in the Black Hills, as it did to have 
the Children of Israel fed with manna 
in the wilderness. But the Lord had 
been truly with us on our journey, 
and bad wonderfully preserved and 
blessed us.” 

These little stores of flour were sup- 
posed to have saved the life of some 
of the pioneers, for they were by this 
time entirely destitute of the staff of 
life. 

The pioneers were seven days cross- 
ing the river at this point. While 
bere they established a ferry, and 
selected nine men to leave in charge 
of it, with instructions to divide the 
means accumulated equally, to be 
careful of the lives and property of 
those they ferribd, to forget not 
their prayers,” and ‘‘to come on with 
the next company of Saints.”

SPECIAL CONFERENCE AT OGDEN. 


[CONCLUDED FROM PAGE 437. ] 


President John W. Young followed, 
saying he felt patty blessed in this 
opportunity of meeting with the 
Saints at this place, and in listening 
to the excellent remarks which had 
been given, and prayed that suffi- 
cient of the Spirit of God might be 
given us to treasure up the words of 
truth spoken from time to time. The 
work of God in which we were engaged 
was worthy of our time, our talents and 
the means with which God had blessed 
us. We were permitted to live when 


the Gospel was revealed to man upon 
the earth. Did we appreciate the 
great favor? Millions of people had 
passed away without a knowledge of 
the truth. The former-day Saints 
had net the encouraging promise that 
we rejoiced in, namely, that the 
Gospel had been restored never more 
to be forced away from the earth. We 
had gathered here to be trained in the 
ways of the Lord, to be prepared for 
future service in the great work before 
us. It was the intentiox, before this 
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Conference closed, to organize more 
perfectly this Stake of Zion. When 
this was done, every individual and 
family, however remote from settle- 
ments, would have a recognized stabd- 
ing in the Church, would be 
looked after, and all would have the 
opportunity of doing all the good 
they had in their hearts to do towards 
the literal building up of Zion. 

The people of this locality had op- 
portunities beyond those of other 
settlements, in being favored with a 
market for their produce, and besides 
work was more easily obtained. Here 
the speaker dwelt upon the principle 
of union in our temporal affairs, and 
the advantages derived from combin- 
ing labor of everv kind. 

Elder John Taylor occupied the 
remainder of the time. He referred 
to the more perfect organization which 
was to be effected in this Stake of Zion, 
and the increasing facilities it would 
afford in the better government of this 
Branch of the Church according to the 
pattern given of the Lord. In former 
years if a man got drunk, broke the 
Sabbath, or otherwise did wrong, he 
was required to acknowledge the 
same in the spirit of repentance, 
or be dealt with according to the 
Jaws of the Church. Things had 
been going on quite loosely for a 
length of time, and in too many in- 
stances broken covenants had been 
allowed to pass unnoticed. It had 
been said that the mercifal should 
obtain mercy, but while this was per- 
fectly true, justice could not be over- 
looked ; and therefore it became neces 
sary, in order that the laws of God 
might be obeyed, that every member 
of the Church be held accountable for 
his acts, and his transgressions dealt 
with on the just and equitable prin- 
ciples of the Gospel. Unless this was 


done we became partakers of other 


men’s sins, which we were expressly 
forbidden to do. The speaker enu- 
merated the various offices in the 
Church, from that of the First Pre- 
sidency down to the deacon, speaking 
on the duties of each, dwelling per- 
haps more particularly on that of a 
teacher. He said the Bishops should 
be very choice in the selection of teach- 
ers, taking the greatest pains to get 
the best men they could find in their 


wards, men that sought after God 
themselves and who were filled with 
his Spirit ; at the same time theyshould 
be possessed of good judgment, and 
capable of giving advice and counsel. 
We were living in an important age of 
the world, when the wicked raged and 
the people imagined vain things. 
The word of the Lord to this people 
was unity—man uniting to man, sis- 
ter to sister, friend to friend, and 
man to God. The ungodly trampled 
under foot his holy commandments, 
and they found fault with us for not 
doing as they did. We were the 
friends of God and he was on our side; 
if we were not his friends, he had 
none on the face of this earth. 

The choir sang the anthem— 

Holy is the Lord. 

Elder C. W. Penrose offered the 

closing prayer. 
2 o’clock, p m. 

After the usual opening exercises, 
Elder Orson Pratt, referring to the 
object of the Conference, namely, to 
more completely organize the Priest- 
hood in that Stake of Zion, pointed 
out the facilities that this change 
would afford its central officers in the 
discharge of their several duties. The 
Lord intended to raise up in the 
latter-days a kingdom of Priests, and 
it was doubtless the will of God to 
bestow the high Priesthood, which 
was after the order of the Son of God 
and of endless lives. The fact of 
this being done would not do away 
with the appendages of the lesser 
Priesthood, for men holding the 
higher Priesthood could be appointed 
to officiate in any of the lesser callings. 
There were some who claimed mem- 
bership in this Church who were ad- 
dicted to absenting themselves from 
the meeting, who spoke evil of their 
gee who broke the Sabbath, 
and otherwise committed sin, which 
persons heretofore had not been dealt 
with according to the laws of the 
Church, as revealed and contained in 
the Book of Doctrine and Covenants. 
In ancient times the anger of the Lord 
was enkindled against the whole con- 
gregation of Israel if transgressors 
were permitted. to go unpunished. 
This was strikingly manifested in the 


case of Achan whom the Scriptures 


| 
| 
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inform us stole a Babylonish gar- 
ment and a wedge of gold. Al- 
though this act of theft was performed 
secretly, the whole people were severely 
.chastened until the transgressor was 
found ont and dealt with. But while 
-ancient Israel had the power to execute 
the penalties 6f broken laws, both 
civil and religious, we, according to 
a revelatién given in February, 1831, 
dealt with transgressors only so far as 
their Church membership was con- 
cerned. The organization of the 
Priesthood, in its more perfected 
state, would bave a tendency to cor- 
rect any existing evils, as it was ex- 
pected that the laws of the Church 
would be more strictly enforced than 
heretofore. 

Elder Erastus Snow occupied the 
rest of the time, speaking on the 
importance of Latter-day Saints pay- 
ing their serious attention to what 
many termed the little things,” 
‘which, although appearing of little 
moment, were significant, in form- 
ing character, in making us appear 
what we really were. He cited the 
words of the evangelist, as having 
been spoken by the Savior, that for 
every idle word and thought we 
would be brought to judgment; in- 
dicating that the gifts of reason and 
speech with which we were endowed 
were intended for good and not evil, 
and should be subservient to the will 
of God and the happiness of each 
other; otherwise, they would be 
turned to evil, producing misery and 
unbappiness. 

Brother Snow spoke at some length, 
treating on the mission of the Savior, 
and the efficacy of the atonement, by 
virtue of which all the sons and 
daughters of Adam, both living and 
dead, were redeemed, affecting the 
original as well as individual sin. He 
also treated on the nature of that work 
which made men ‘saviors on Mount 
Zion.“ 

The North Ogden choir, under the 
leadership of brother Fred. Ellis, sang 
the anthem— 

But in the last days. 

President John W. Young offered 
the closing prayer. 

On the following day, Sunday, the 
meeting in the morning was add 
by Elder Geo. Q. Cannon and President 
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B. Young, and that of the afternvon 
by Prest. Lorenzo Snow, and again 
by President B. Young. 

Towards the close of the afternoon’s 
meeting Elder David H. Peery was 
elected President of the Stake of 
Zion at that place, and Elders Lester 
J. Herrick and Chas. F. Middleton 
as his Counsellors; and Elder Lorin 
Farr was elected President of the 
High Priests’ Quorum. The vote, in- 
dicated by a forest of uplifted hands, 
was unanimons. 

After this business had been at- 
tended to, President B. Young said 
that the members of the High Coun- 
cil had been elected and were already 
ordained to the High Priesthood, and 
now that the organization was so far 
completed, he could return home well 
satisfied with his visit to Ogden. 

Elder F. D. Richards announced 
that a Priesthood meeting would be 
held to-morrow (Monday) for the pur- 
pose of completing the organization, 
to which all were invited. 

The Tabernacle was densely crowded, 
there was no standing room uroccu- 
pied, and many were outside, unable 
to get in. 
was good, the musical selections very 
good. With sach musicians as brother 
Pugh, as a leader, and brother Fowler 
as organist, the Ogden choir should 
certainly excel in their singing. 

President B. Young and party (with 
the exception of Elder John Taylor 
and Erastus Snow, who remained) 
left Ogden by special train at 6 o'clock 
the same evening, arriving in town at 
7.10. 

In Conference on Monday afternoon 
President F. D. Richards said the 
jurisdiction of the Presidency of 
this Stake extended to all parts of

THE MARRIAGE QUESTION. 
— — 


Mrs. P. D. Browne, of San Fran- 
cisco, has a communication in the 
Woman's Journal which has given 
occasion for some comments in dif- 
ferent papers. The writer commends 
the women of Utah for their faith, 
patience and devotion, but thinks 
polygamy wrong and unnecessary. In 
answer to the arguments of woman’s 
desire for motherhood she says— 

There is no love on earth higher, 
deeper, more heaven-like than a 
mother’s love. But it seems to me 
a libel upon our sex, that we are so 
unpopular that we may be glad to be 
one of many wives. I believe that 
there are hundreds of men to-day, 
unmarried, who would make happy 
homes and devoted husbands.” 

But suppose those hundreds and 
thousands of unmarried men will 
not become husbands nor make 
happy homes. What then? That 
**heaven-like” love that we hope 
Mrs. Browne enjoys and lavishes 
must be denied to a great many of 
her sex, as it is to-day under the 
monogamic tem of marital res- 
triction. And if that natural de- 
sire for happy maternity cannot reach 
fruition in what is considered a legi- 
timate manner, in many instances it 
will seek gratification unlawfally. 
And this is one reason why that state 
of society exists which Mrs. Browne 
refers to— 

There are other sins; there are 


houses that should make every woman: 
blush as she walks the streets of our 
cities ; blush for her own sex; blush 
that such a state of society exists. 
Woman may have been quiet too 
long upon this delicate matter. So- 
ciety is wrong.” 

Is it to be reasonably supposed that 
if every woman had the opportunity 
of becoming an honored wife and. 
mother, the sin to which the lady 
alludes would prevail to anything 
like so great an extent? We think 
not. Society is wrong. But how 
shall it be re-constructed? Reform 
must commence at the foundation. 
The axe must be laid at the root 
of the evil; it is of little use to 
nibble at the branches. Let the- 
gates of honorable marriage be 
thrown wide open to every wo 7 
and give her the opportunity to — 
the man whom she prefers above 
all others, provided each person: 
interested in the union is willing. 
Then let that association of the sexes’ 
which is only proper in wedlock, be. 
legally branded as a crime if indulged 
in unlawfully, let the sinful man be 
counted the chief criminal instead of 
the erring woman, and let punishment. 
be dealt out accordingly. 

Mrs. Browne says: ' 

Let us, therefore, never fear to 
declare the old, true doctrine, that 
what is sin in the woman is sin in 
the man,” and whether in Utah or 
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out of it, if it be right for a man to 
have three or six wives, it is just as 
right for a woman to have the same 
number of husbands. Neither is 
right ; both are equally wrong.” 

That old Woctrine is correct, but 
the lady’s argument is wrong. In 
the first place, it has not yet been 

roven that it is a sin for a man to 
— more wives than one. Laws 
may be enacted declaring it a pun- 
ishable offence. Popular prejudice 
may denounce it. But no argument 
drawn from the Scriptures which 
declare what is sinful, can be ad- 
duced to prove the order of mar- 
riage practiced by the patriarchs a 
sin. Then, it may be proper for 
either of the- sexes to do some 
things which would be improper in 
the other. If Mrs. Browne’s argu- 
ment were carried into practical ef- 
fect, one of the principal objects of 
marriage, namely, the perpetuation 
of the race, would fail to be promoted. 
The effects of such a practice would be 
evil in every way. Physcally, suci- 
ally, and paternally there would be 
disorder of the direst character. It 
has nothing to recommend it. There 
is no occasion and no reason for it. 
Whatever may be the numerical pro- 
portion of the sexes, it cannot be 
denied that, in every place, with the 
exception of newly settled localities 
where only adventurous males could 
exist in any comfort, there are more 
women than men suited for and de- 
sirous of the marriage relation. 

The argument frequently used that 
polygamy must be wrong, because, if 
one man has several wives other men 
will necessarily be deprived of any 
wife at all, is not tenable. All over 
the world, save in the localities above 
mentioned, almost any kind of a man 
can get a wife. Some of the most 
depraved, cruel, and repulsive men 
are married. If men remain bachelors, 
it is in almost every instance from 
their own choice. ‘There is nothing 
to prevent their assuming the respon- 
sibilities of wedlock. On the other 
hand there are large numbers of 
marriageable women who would, as a 
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general thing, accept an honorable 
proposal if effered, and who remain 
single simply because they are un- 
sought. Gail Hamilton says, There 
is not one woman in a million who 
would not be married if she had a 
chance.” It is no ‘‘ libel” upon the 
fair sex to say this, it is only the 
truth. And the fault, if any, that 
some women are, as Mrs. Browne puts 
it, glad to be one of many wives,” 
rests upon those men who could marry 
and will not. 

The polygamist does not prevent 
the bachelor from marrying. But the 
single man who will not fulfill the 
first great commandment, renders it 
necessary that some man with a larger 
soul and a deeper fountain of affection 
should marry more women than one, 
to save them from the neglect of the 
timid and stingy bachelor. If the 
single men have any complaint on 
this score, let them each marry one 
wife, and thus, if they can, render 
polygamy im possible. 

bo hinders any man in Utah 
from getting a wife? Who prevents 
any woman from wedding with a 
bachelor? There is a free field here, 
and no favor to any one, except that 
which springs from choice. And this 
liberty of choice is what those who 
would abolish plural marriage attempt 
to destroy. They would force a wo- 
man who desires marriage with a 
married man, either to wed a person 
whom she does not wish for a husband, 


or remain single, and be deprived of 


the exercise of that heaven-like love 
which,” Mrs. Browne admits, is the 
highest and deepest on earth,” and 
which is the grand ultimatam of wo- 
man’s aspirations. 

There is no argument offered against 
the ‘‘Mormon” system of marriage 
which will stand the test of thorough 
investigation. Many plausible ob- 
jections are raised against it, but they 
melt away, like mists before the sun, 
when the rays of truth and the force 
of facts are brought to bear upon them 
unimpeded by the thick clouds 7 
and prejudice. — ret

Every one who accepts the Gospel of Jesus Christ in this age, and for the love 
thereof, obeys its first principles, delighting therein as it incredses upon them, 
becomes possessed of a spirit which tends to unity, manifesting itself in what is 
called ‘‘The Gathering.” However inexplicable this may be to the non. 
believer, it is understood by the recipient to be the operation of that invisible, 
yet potent spirit, given of the Father, and confirmed “ by the laying on of 
hands.“ 

The action of this spirit in{this direction is uniform in character, even when 
differing in degree, the latter depending upon faithfulness, and integrity of 
aim and life ; it leads to association with those who are animated by the same 
spirit, perferring their society to ail others, and leading measurably to the 
disruption of many older ties; companionship, friendship, family, religious 
and social bands, are each by this subtle chemistry of the heavens, dissolved ; 
and after passing solution, re-crystalizing in higher forms—in bonds more 
tenacious and enduring than those of all previous experience; there is a 


creation of something like the sensitiveness manifested by Ruth of ancient 


times to Naomi, Whither thou goest, I will go; and where thou lodgest, I 
will lodge; thy people shall be my people, and thy God my God” (Ruth i, 
16), or like the Savior who, when reminded that bis mother aud brothers 
stood without desiring to speak with him,” „answered and said unto him that 
told him, Who is my mother? and who are my brethren? and he stretched 
forth his hand toward his disciples, and said, Behold my mother and my 
brethren! For whosoever shall do the will of my Father which is in heaven, 
the same is my brother, and sister, and“mother” (Matt. xii, 46—50). 

While this primary gathering is in process, it begins to reach away from 
local ties and surroundings to those of a more distant yet similar character ; as 
the needle, which, while it becomes deflected by a local magnet, would yet 
tremble to a larger and more distant one, and becoming more fully charged, 

Gnally turn with promptitude and precision to the mightiest power; so the 
Saints while partaking of the influences of local organization, and being sub- 
ject to local authority, yet tremblingly and then decidedly turn to the central 
point from whence all local attraction has received its wondrous influence and 
secured its results. This greater attraction increases in potency with the 
increase of the spirit, and the understanding of principle, until all local sur- 
roundings become secondary and subsidiary to the desire for that cohesion 
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which inevitably belongs] to and followsfattraction ; interest deepens to in- 
tensity in regard to every movement which transpires in the more distant 
locality, and inasmuch as righteousness animates the breast of the believer, he 
begins to comprehend that this established by and among a community con- 
stitutes the promised Zion, or the kingdom of God upou the earth,” for this 
is the purpose of the Gospel, this its aim and end; so almost unconsciously all 
other interests lose their prestige and their power, and in the midst of relatives, 
and in his native land, with all the charms of memory, and the treasured 
secrets of lengthened association, he begins to realize himself but as a 
stranger and an alien,“ and like one of old begins to look for a city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and maker is God,” for“ they that say such thin 
declare plainly that they seek a country” (Heb. xi, 14). No matter as to the” 
nationality, tradition, creed, education, or former condition of a real beligver 
in the Gospel, all old things pass away,” and he becomes a new creatur 
Christ Jesus’ (2 Cor. v, 17); new desires, new hopes, new prospects, 
associations and a new life, follow and overtake each other in the new creatiadill,- 
„in that he liveth he liveth unto God” (Rom. vi, 10), or as Paul said to the 
Galatians, ‘‘I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in me” (Gal. ii, 20); „his soul 
is subject to the higher powers” (Rom. xiii, 1); the things that mayhap he 
once loved now he hates, and that which he once hated now he loves ;” there is 
a revolution in favor of God and godliness, there is decision in favor of truth 
and righteousness, there is action in faver of Zion, there is life in favor of all 
interests that subserve the present and future, and faith that God will in esta- 
blishing his kiugdom, supply all that can be accessory to the accomplishment 
of his purposes and the fulfillmeut of the revelations of his servants. 

Realiziug that when the kingdom comes, it will be expressly adapted to 
human needs, he is interested in all the minutiz thereof, he becomes interested 
in the desert, and interested in the fruilful field; interested in the establish- 
ment of new towns, and the development of new cities; the colonization of the 
waste places is a topic for thonght, and the growth of the. New Order” is the sub- 
ject of his reflections ; every move made by the authorities of the Church absorbs 
his attention, and every move of the adversary brings its testimony to the general 
store; every new and strugyling industry, every prospect opened fur independence 
and subsistence, every authority appointed or ofticer selected, calls for and 
evokes his prayers aud sympathy that. they may become a real success; there 
cannot be a ditch dug, or canal made, a farm opened, or a tree planted, in 
which he owns no interest; every school-house, meeting house, tabernacle or 
Temple arrrests his attention; every institution, religious, social, political or 
commercial, is freighted with influence and cannot be ignored ; every sermon 
preached, every truth enunciated, every principle expounded, ali counsel 
given, be feels to be pregnant with moulding force for him and his; for 
that is his home, his adopted country, his nation, his kingdom, and his all; to 
it he has committed himself, to it he has consecrated and dedicated his life, 
under ite shade or sunshine he intends to raise his posterity, to train his family; 
expecting under the sanctifying ordinances and spirit of the same, to develop 
that which is noble, God-like, and enduring in very deed. 

Nor can such an one be disappointed, where a man gives his life to good, he 
must succeed ; he plants and waters, God is bound to give the harvest ; his 
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self-consecration is the heroic, the martyr spirit, it evades no duty, skulks 
from no responsibility, ‘‘ whatsoever his hand finds to do, he does it with his 
might ;” there is nothing neglected, nothing overlooked, nothing ignored, that 
can minister to the desired end; a man in earnest, he is a man of n he 
works, and God worketh in him to will and to do off his good pleasure ;” so 
when opposition comes, he is decided; when difficulty seems to thwart his 
purpose, he puts his shoulder to the wheel ; when everything combines against 
him he appeals to ‘‘the Lord of hosts” and his way becomes clear before him ; 
“‘ all things shall work together for good to them that love God, to them that 
are the called according to his purpose.” 

Can these men or women, these thus inspired, be kept in chains in Babylon? 
Not so, they by virtue of their faith, their perseverance, their determination, 
their integrity, command the blessing ; and so by hundreds and by thousands, 
the best of every land have gathered, they have helped to redeem the waste 
places, they have began to build up Zion, they have pioneered for the kingdom 
of God, and they have been blessed with a mighty host who will worthily fill 
the highest stations when the fathers shall have gone to rest ; bat the indif- 
ferent, the lukewarm, the half-hearted, those who have grieved the spirit, 
who have lost its inspiring force, linger yet in Babylon, they are absorbed. 
in its pursuits, and take satisfaction in its pleasures ; their families are scat- 
tered, their children are in strangers’ homes, the world are without faith in 
their love for the truth, they are dissatisfied with themselves; cold, half- 
hearted, jealous, suspicious, and afraid, life has lost its attraction, the truth 
its glory, Zion its beauty, the Gospel its power, God his recognition, and every 
thing its interest, so far as pertains to religious and spiritual good; where the 
treasure is there will the heart be also,” to one in Babylon, the other in Zion ; 
to one in self, the other in all mankind ; to one, narrowed, dwarfed, despised, 
the other expanded, enlarged, beloved ; to one this life and but little of that, the 
other the life that now is, and that which, ia ſto come ; to one life, happiness, 
heaven, the other misery, death, and ne“ to one all that was, and is, or yet 
to come, the otber poor and Tieres h blind and naked ; be that putteth 
his hand to the plow and looketh back j sp not fit for the den of God,“ but 
„the wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament ; and they that turn 
many to righteousness_as the stars for ever and ever. (Dan. xii, 3.)

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
— — 


. — T. G. Webber writes from Bern, Switzerland, June 29th, as fol- 
ws .— 


„On our way from Paris to Bern, we remained one night at Basle, and on the 
following morning I presented my letter of introduction to Mr. Zwilchenbart, 
the emigration agent. It was fortunate that I called upon bim, as I there 
learned that brothers Horn, Lenzi, Wells and Wirthling, with a company of 
130 Saints, en route for Liverpool, were to arrive at Basle thatevening. We 
therefore decided to remain in Basle another day. In company with Mr. 
Zwilchenbart, we went to the station and there we met the brethren. In a& 
foreign country to meet with old friends from home was indeed most gratifying, 
and we were in a condition to appreciate it, I assure you. We took supper 
with the company, and next morning we accompanied the brethren to the depot 
and saw them off for Mannheim, all well, and rejoicing that they were home— 
ward bound. Afterwards we came dn to Bern, and on the evening of Thurs 
day, June 21st, we attended our first meeting with the Swiss Saints. There 
was no one here who could understand English, and we knew nothing of Ger- 
man. Notwithstanding this, we thoroughly enjoyed ourselves, and we felt 
that a splendid spirit prevailed among the Saints. We were never more kindly 
welcomed than we were by these good, kind-hearted people. At Genév 
brother Franklin S. left us for Rome. I thought at one time that I — 
accompany him, but after deliberating on the matter, I concluded I had 
better pitch in at once and study the language, so I came back to Bern with 
brother Braendli, and brothers Clawson and myself are now engaged in our 
studies. We will remain here until we are instructed where we are to go.” 


And to H. W. Naisbitt, as follows :— 5 

„The contrast between France and Suisse (Frenchman and Schweizer), is 
very marked. The Schweizer is more like the German in character — plain, 
dull, full of substantial prose, has rarely an epigram to offer, and his looks 
tell you what he is: sincere, honest, kind-hearted, and very much in earnest. 
The Frenchman is rapid in action, his words are incisive, he drinks wine and 
seltz, and he justifies his existence from his cradle upwards by a few witty 
mots. We taik of economy in Utah, and the most of us would feel ill used if 
we were told that we do not know what real economy is; but from my brief 
experience among the frugal, hard-working, gaving, industrious Schweizer, I 
am inclined to think that such is the fact. Yesterday, in company with 
brothers Braendli, Maeser, and Clawson, I walked two stunden (6 miles) to a 
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little village called Scherli, to hold meeting. The scenery along our route was 
very picturesque, and the roads were really fine. Never did I receive a warmer 
or more kindly, weloome than I received from the Saints in Scherli. We held 
two meetings, Afternoon and evening, zcboth were well attended, and the best 
— prevailed- It was hard to part from these kind, good people. 

e must have shaken hands with them four or five times all round before we 
couldeget away. A pleasant 6 miles walk brought us back to Bern about 11 
o'clock. Brother Braendli speaks both German and Englisb, and it is through 
bis kind offices that make the Swiss brethren understand what I say. The
